STEEL  COMPANY  PUTS

Railway  Tracks  and  Power 
Lines  Tampered  With,  But, 
Generally  Speaking,  Situa-

SYDNEY,  N.S.,  July  17.— The 
coal-steel  strike  in  Cape 
Breton,  tying  up  themities 
and  steel  plant  of  the  British 
Empire  Steel  Corporation,  was 
acknowledged    tonight  to  have 

reached  its  crisis. 

Although  provialonal  president  Sll- 
by  Barrett,  of  the  United  Mine  Work-

Joly  l7.--aio«uotlon 
of  the  minimum  wage  for  girls  from 
tl4  per  weak  to  IIS.SO  waa  raeom- 
mandad  by.  tha  manufacturers  at  the 
opening  aession  of  the  Minimum 
Wage  Board  in  the  conithouse  this 
forenoon.  This  rodu.  tiun  was  strenu- 
ously opposrd  hy  thr  representatives 
of  labor  and  by  the  women  who  acted 
as  spokesman  for  tha  girls. 

Mr.  Osorga  D.  Moir,  speaking  on 
bohalf  of  the  manufacturers,  pre- 
•OntOd  a  written  stateriicnt  of  their 
case  In  which  he  emphasized  the 
point  that  the  mlnjmum  wage  was 
higher  In  British  Columbia  than  In 
Ontario  and  Quebec  which  ofltered  the 
gresteet  compotitton  with  British 
Columbia  manufactttreni.  Thera  waa 
a  limitation  of  the  advantage  that  waa 
OSpacted  fr^m  reduction  of  railway 
rgtes  If  the  tnanufaciurers  i.f  this 
Province  were  forced  to  pay  .«<'vrral 
dollars  n  week  more  for  thfir  fetniile 
help,  in  regnrj  to  the  houra  of  labor 
the  existing  nrrangernent  was  satis- 
factory to  the  employers.  Thoy  felt 
that  forty-sight  hours  wao  a  reason- 
able maximum.  He  suggested,  how- 
ever,  that  In  certain  seasonal  l.usl- 
nesses  more  laxity  should  he  allow  <><! 
BO  that  the  full  volume  of  buslnemi 
could   be  coped  with  at  tho  busy 

period . 

With  respect  to  apprenticeship 
periods  and  pay.  Mr.  Moir  raoom- 
mendod  that  all  apprentices  coming 
within  tha  scope  of  the  bosrd,  irre- 
spective of  age,  be  placed  on  an  equal 
basis  and  that  learning  pcrloils  nf  hIx, 
twelve  and  elghieoen  months  be  fixed 
before  employees  would  he  entitled  to 
the  full  minimum  wage,  the  rate  of 
pay  for  those  respective  learning 
periods  to  be  |7,  $8.60  and  llO.tO  per 
week.

The  Provincial  Owtf—wt 
time  sgo  embarked  on  a  policy  of  ad- 
vertiiing  Britiab  Columbia  on  the 
filraa.  Thif  waa  Aomt  mainly  within 
the  Province,  and  there  were  ^  < 
cxctUcnt  filroi  ahowing  »»du»in-' 
•nd  icanie  themes.  Som* 
filma,  however,  were  purrlv  r-litical. 
ind  ainca  theaa  wera  propagated  dur- 
ing an  election  eampalftt  thera  was 
an  outcrv  wi  .  led  to  their  auppres- 
aion.  Thr  educational  film*  have 
now.  apparently,  been  withdrawn 
from  circuUtion.  so  that  in  thia  par- 
ticttlar  British  Columbia  is  receiving 
littta  or  no  advertising.  Manitoba, 
OnUrio  and  other  Provimes  of  the 
Dominion  ara  vary  much  alive  to 
their  opporttinitles  te  raapaet  to  film 
advertiaing.  They  h»»e  forfsten  in 
this  method  a  way  to  attract  imm. 
granta  to  the  country.  They  have 
entered  Into  contracts  with  Brittah 
film  producers^  ltd  witji  very  grati- 
lying  resalts. 

At  the  present  time,  so  far  as  wc 
are  able  to  gather,  there  are  no  Brit 
iah  Columbia  films  being  shown  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  The  Agent 
Gcnrrai  haa  apparently  no  authority 
to  arrange  for  such  pubUcity.  The 
FroTtncial  Government  itself  «s  uoi 
engaging  in  thia  method  to_  induce 
immigrants  to  eome  to  BaWah.  Co- 
lambto.  The  Government  owns  a 
number  of  filma  depicting  the  scenic 
and  induatrial  advantagea  of  the 
Province,  and  so  far  as  Is  known 
these  filma  are  not  being  used.  They 
could  be  used  by  arrangement  with 
British  film  producera,  and  it  %^ouM 
be  well  worth  while  to  enter  upon  a 
plan  of  taking  other  films  so  that 
there  should  b«  a  con.plftc  pl.tonal 
record  of  the  outsUnding  features  oi 
the  I'rovince  which  could  be  in.  con- 
tinuous «M  for  the  edification  of 
millions  of  people  in  Britain.  What 
Ontario  and  Manitoba  are  doing  witli 
Mch  good  results  can  very  well  be 
done  by  British  Columbia.  The  ex- 
panse would  be  by  no  means  great, 
while  there  would  be  cumulative  re- 
5iiltv  We  talk  of  aftacting  immi- 
grants and  tourists  to  this  Province, 
hat  fail  to  adopt  the  popular  means 
to  this  end.  There  is  lack  of  direc- 
tion somewhere,  and  ii  is  a  deficiency 
'Viat^iMld  ha'tnade  gteod.  *

«ays.  if  can  almost  be  guar.iiitred 
beforehand  will  be  at  least  ^100.  and 
it  needs  the  simplest  of  calculations 
ill  compound  interest  to  prove  that 
in  a  few  years  the  annual  rate  of  in- 
crease will  be  3,000.  with  stHl  no  limit 

to  the  future  ravaK^s  .if  tlie  disease. 
In  writing  ou  the  Cancer  Campaign, 
Sir  William  says: 

I  certainly  wish  to  raise  niy  voice 
111  support  of  thia  movement.  If  it 
were  only  possible  to  broadcast  the 
facts  which  have  come  before  me 
during  the  last  eighteen  months,  I 
am  certain  that  funds  would  pour 
into  the  coffers  of  the  Council  with 
torrential  rapidltv.  Mv  correspond- 
ence on  the  subject  of  cancer  ia  an 
epitome  of  .suffering  which  could 
only  be  eijualled  by  a  <  liapter  from 
Deior  It  IS  [.ifiat.le  it  is  heart- 
breaking. I  cast  nu  aspersion  on 
the  efforts  of  those  whom  I  know 
from  visual  evidence  are  laboring 
self  sscrificingly  to  conquer  liie 
scourge  when  I  say,  as  I  have  said 
balora,  that  the  yynignf  stats  ftf  the 
world  in  regard  to  cancer  is  a  re- 
flection upon  civilization.  The  stti- 
tmle  of  those  who  can  view  siu  h 
figures  as  were  quoted  by  I-ord 
.\thIotie  with  equanimity  can  only  be 
likened  to  the  callousness  of  the  cart 
men  in  the  days  of  the  plague  wlieii 
they  tolled  out  the  monotonous  cry, 
"Bring  out  your  dead." 


The  efforts  to  promote  the  industry 
of  making  loganberry  wine  here  all 
depend  upon  the  V-  •  il  (Govern- 
ment and  the  aucccbi  a  achieves  in 
selling  the  prodtict  at  its  liquor  stores. 

The  industry,  in  all  probability,  will 
not  pay  unless  it  is  developed  on  a 
large  scale.  At  present  the  Govern- 
ment has  undertaken  to  take  S.'^Od  gal- 
lons Qf  the  product,  but  the  assump- 
tion is  that  if  it  finds  a  ready  sale  for 
this  it  will  give  further  large  orders 
In  the  meantime  the  wine  must  be 
made  as  the  crop  is  now  being  har- 
vested. In  British  Columbia  it  cannot 
be  aold  legitimately  by  anyone  but  the 
Government.  There  should  be  some  ef- 
fort made  to  find  a  market  in  Quebec, 
and  perhaps  overseas.  The  industry 
haa  been  started  and  will  require  capi- 
tal to  keep  it  going  until  auch  tine  as 
markets  are  secured. 


The  Boston  Post  has  printed  a  rea- 
ture  article  on  the  "town"  of  Rox- 
hury,  New  Hampshire,  and  has  dene 
su  with  eight-column  art  and  a  story 
well  bl^oken  up  with  single-column 
cuts.

The  postman,  a  more 
sober  authority,  <aya  ha  kaowa  tea 
of  the  children  by  sight,  and  ha.s 
never  seen  less  than  teq  at  once;  but 
thinks  that  distant  noises  In  the  back 

regions  of  the  house  would  support 
the  theory  of  "a  niort  o'  young  uns."

A  new  Ke<lpral  embargo  on  exporta- 
tion of  pulpwood  would  be  In  line  with 
ihe  policy  of  the  British  Columbia 
Government,  which  seeks  to  prevent 
the  exportation  of  unnsanufactured 
timber  from  this  Province,  Hon.  T.

Great  Britain,  through  its  far- 
flutig  system  of  trade  promotion, 
represented  hy  trade  commissioners, 
will  foster  to  the  utmost  economic 
developtnent  within  lhf>  empire,  ac- 
cording to  the  statements  made  hy 
Mr.  It.  W.  Dalton,  senior  British 
Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  and 
Newfoundland,  who  was  in  the  city 
for  tha  purpose  of  establishing  con- 
nections with  the  British  Columbia 
(lovernment.  Mr.  Dalton  left  last 
night  on  hla  return  journey  across 
the  continent  to  Montreal,  his  head- 
quarters, and  he  expecta  to  sail 
shortly  after  his  return  for  England, 
where  he  will  attend  the  Imperial 
Conferrti(      l.v         lifld  In  the  F"all. 

In  connection  with  the  subjects  to 
he  dealt  with  at  the  conference.  Mr. 
Dalton  stated  that  he  had  not  aeen 
the  agenda,  but  he  believed  the  ques- 
tion of  Interemplre  trade  relations 
would  occupy  an  important  place. 
The  whole  queation  would  be  re- 
viewed, he  expected,  and  It  was  poa- 
alhla  that  atepa  would  be  taken  lead- 
ing to  tariffs  between  Great  Britain 
and  the  Itomlnions.
